How after his arrival at Bilbao he never went out of the toune before he 
was ſhiprfor England is atteſtea by Mr, Michael Hore Marchant of Bilbao, 

Tirus Ambrotius alias Oates arrived here with the Caſtilian Guide, who 
returned homewargs the next day. | 

Titus ſtayed herMabour 8. or 10. dayes during web time hee never went 
from Bilbao but kepr Company with the Engliſh in Towne vntil he was 
ſhipt for England, which was in the Karch cold the Bilbao Merchant Thomas Richard 
Maſter, bound for Exon , to which placeI vnderſtood the veſlell belongs.
